and Oats on Free List. 


MEETS PRESIDENT’S WISHES 


Senator 8Immon8 Makes the Motion In 


Subcommittee of Finance Commit­ 


tee Handling the Agricultural Sched­ 


ule Upon His R eturn to the Capital 


From a Conference

House. 


Washington, June 4.— R eversing its 
form er action in voting to place wheat 
flour, oatmeal and fresh meats on the 
dutiable list the senate iinance sub­ 
committee in charge of the agricultur­ 
al schedule voted to place live stock, 
wheat and oats on the free list. 
This action, it was authoritatively 
stated, was taken to meet the views of 
President W ilson, Senator Simmon?, 
chairm an of the finance committee, 
and other adm inistration leaders, who 
disapproved 
the 
decision 
to 
tax 
meats 10 per cent compensatory to a 
duty on cattle in the Underwood bill 
and to assess a compensatory duty 
on both flour and oatmeal. 
The vote to reconsidor was taken in 
the subcommittee on a motion made 
by Senator Simmons, oxofllclo mem­ 
ber of all these committees handling 
the various tariff schedules, when he 
returned to the Capitol from a con­ 
ference with the president. 
In this enlargement of the free list 
President W ilson is known to have 
taken a leading part, as ho did In the 
m atter or raw wool and sugar In the 
ways and means committee. 
He still is standing uncompromising­ 
ly for the wool and sugar schedules, 
so, it is d«»clared, he w ill stand firm­ 
ly for free cattle, sheep and hogs and 
free wheat and oats now that this has 
been determined upon as the party 
policy. 


Declares M atter Settled. 


Senator 
Simmons 
conferred 
with 
the president last week. 
“ The m atter 
is settled 
now," said 
Senator Sim ­ 
mons. "and that is the way the sched­ 
ule w ill go to the senate.” 
The inquisitorial clause of the U n ­ 
derwood bill, which aroused foreign 
protest, has been giving the W illiam s 
subcommittee 
considerable 
trouble 
and in trying to work out a modifica­ 
tion of its provisions they have had 
the aid of Secretary McAdoo, Secre­ 
tary Bryan and John Dussett Moore, 
counselor of the state department. 
A plan now is being discussed to 
combine a portion of this provision 
with the amendment proposed giving 
the 
secretary 
of 
the 
treasury 
the 
right to proclaim values, thus to have 
a safeguard against undervaluations 
and, at the same time, rid the yr< 
vision of its features objectionable to 
foreign powers. 
The pro|*>sal to place for the first 
tim e In the country’s history a tariff 
on raw or undressed furs has aroused 
loud protests from furriers and the 
subcommittee headed by Senator Jo h n ­ 
son. which has the sundries sched­ 
ule under consideration, is studying 
the situation. 
The Underwood bill proposes a rate 
of 10 per cent on raw furs.

"During thut administration nearly 
5.000 new postoffices were established, 
delivery by letter carrier was provided 
In about 300 additional cities and over 
3.000 new 
rural routes, aggregating 
about 75,000 miles, w’ore authorized. 
“ Notwithstanding these groat exten­ 
sions of service and the heavy Increase 
In expenditures they required the post- 
office department was placed on a self- 
sustalnfng basis. 
"In the last administration we ap­ 
pealed In vain to a Democratic house 
for legislation abolishing the franking 
abuse.

President Wilson knows the value of 
publicity. 
In that respect he is more 
like Roosevelt than any of his prede 
cessors. 
I fancy that Mr. Wilson is 
rather surprised at times that the 
newspaper men who see him twice a 
week do not ask him jointed questions 
on the subject upon w hich he wishes 
to express himself. 
But he does not 
hesitate to ask the question himself 
and answer it in the language which 
he wants used. 
And there Is no false, quivering, in­ 
nuendo about it; no "it is understood 
the president thinks,” or “ It can be 
stated on the highest authority” and 
such other lines often used in dealing 
with presidents. 
The president hands 
out what he wants to say if It is long 
enough to be typewritten or he makes 
a flat, unequivocal statement and can 
be quoted. 
That makes It valuable to 
the newspaper men. 


One of the People. 
Perhaps this is part of the presi­ 
dent’s program to be one of the people. 
He wants to be treated like other men 
and not hide behind his official posi­ 
tion. 
The president has made con­ 
gressmen feel that he is not deified by 
bis advancement, and in talking direct­ 
ly ti* the people through the press in 
interviews he shows that he is like oth­ 
er men. 
For some unknown reason it has been 
held undignified for the president and 
cabinet officers to be interviewed In 
the newspapers. 
It was all right for 
them to make speeches which were 
published In the papers, but the Inter­ 
view. according to a tradition, was un­ 
dignified. 
It will be so no more. 


Charge of Drunkenness. 
Many public men have had to under­ 
go the charge of drunkenness during 
their public careers. 
Often by in­ 
nuendoes the charge has been made 
against Colonel Roosevelt, although the 
Michigan case was the first time it 
was ever made with such directness. 
Whenever anything of the kind is 
mentioned It recalls the 
Fairbanks 
cocktail. 
The former vice president 
never drinks anything, but at a lunch­ 
eon to President Roosevelt at his house 
some officious individual bud cocktails 
prepared and served. 
The Incident in­ 
jured 
Fairbanks immeasurably, but 
never seemed to fen sr T. It. 


Liquor and Politics. 
Unless all signs fail the liquor ques­ 
tion is going to cut quite a wide swath 
In politics in the future.

Bryan out of the dinner incident where 
he did not serve wine to the foreign 
diplomats.
